French Privateers 
French = spoliation 
arose out of the activities 
French privateers preying among 
American ships and seamen during 
the latter years of the eighteenth 
century. 

The United States had been called 
upon to help France, in return for 
what Lafayette and the French Na-, 
tion had done for the Colonies dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, but 
‘Washington decided that the new 
Republic was not sufficiently strong 
to take such aée—risk. Thereupon 
France began to prey upon Amer- 
ican vessels and about 3000 ships 
were geized, most of them upon 
what officials of the United States 
Court of Claims assert to have been 
‘flimsy pretexts.”” Under a “conven- 
tion of peace commerce and naviga- 
tion” in 1800, American claims were 
offset by French national claims, 
and the United States was held to he 
obligated to pay its citizens for 
grievances suffered at the hands of. 
the French. 

There have been numerous 
tigations by committees and many 
reports and recommendations. Pres- 
ident Polk vetoed a bill for payment 
because of inadequate funds in the 
Treasury. President Pierce declared 
that the United States was not obli- 
gated to make such settlement with 
its citizens, and President Cleveland 
took the ground that insurance com- 
panies were not entitled to restitu- 
tion because of the nuture of their 
business.

The second annual message to Congress of 
President Coolidge lays new emphasis upon 
the fact that his victory 

—=\ in the election last No- 
| vember was in fact an 

| evidence of the confi- 
dence of the business 
: community in his ad- 
‘ ministration of public 
J} affairs. Far more than 
is customary, this mes- 
sage lays stress upon the business side of the 
Government. Discussion of foreign affairs, of 
the more or less abstract question of the aboli- 
tion of war, and of questions of social reform, 
are relegated to the closing paragraphs of the 
nessage. Stress is laid upon economy in ad- 
ministration and the reduction of taxation. The 
President declares: ‘In my opinion, the Gov- 
ernment can do more to remedy the economic 
ills of the people by a system of rigid economy 
in public expenditure than can be accomplished 
through any other action.” And with this text 
he discusses taxation and expenditures dis- 
finetly from the standpoint of a business man. 

Hfe renews his expression of approval of the 
Mellon plan for the reduction of the surtax 
rates in the income tax law. Upon this issue 
President Coolidge was defeated in the last 
Congress, but undismayed by that defeat he 
now declares: “I am convinced that the larger 
incomes of the country would actually yield 
more revenue to the Government if the basis 
of taxation were scientifically revised down- 
ward.” It will be recalled that the Mellon plan 
provided for surtax rates graduated from 1 
per cent of the net income in excess of $10,000 
and not in excess of $12,000, up to 25 per cent 
of the net income in excess of $100,000. Con- 
sress rejected this suggestion, enacting a law 
Which fixed the surtax rates at percentages 
ranging from 1 per cent on the net incomes of 
from $10,000 to $14,000, to 40 per cent on the 
amount of net income in excess of $500,000. 

The clash of opinion came mainly on the 
limitation of the surtax to 25 per cent on 
net incomes in excess of $100,000. Secretary 
Mellon believed that the possessors of great in- 
comes would avoid the payment of surtaxes by 
investing in tax-exempt securities, of which 
there has always been even too great a supply. 
(Congress, on the other hand, believed that the 
acceptance of the Mellon plan would result in 
the reiief of extremely rich men from a burden 
of taxation which they should bear, and the re- 
sultant increase of burdens upon the possessors 
of moderate income. The question is still de- 
hatable, and the apparent intention of the Presi- 
dent to secure a revision of the law makes it 
apparent that it will come up for new debate, if 
not in this Congress, at any rate in the long ses- 
sion following. 

The message also demands the repeal of the 
publicity clause in the income tax law as “detri- 
mental to the public welfare and bound to 
decrease public revenues.” This follows out 
the line of reasoning adopted by the President 
when he approved the tax law, at which time he 
said: “Correction of its defects may be left to 
he next session of Congress. I trust a bill less 
political and more truly economic may be passed 
at that time.” ; 

In his discussion of international affairs the 
President lays emphasis on the general desire 
of all people for the promotion of peace, but does 
not think this desire implies any willingness to 
become involved in the political controversies 
of others. “Nor is the country disposed,” he 
avs, “to become a member of the League of 
Nations or to assume the obligations imposed bv

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either a substitute, or to such an amendment 
of the Pepper plan as will enable the Admin- 
istration to put its full force back of legisla- 
tion for adherence to the Permanent Court of 
International Justice. 

On the question of a disarmament conference, 
which has been complicated somewhat by the 
protocol prepared by the League of Nations ask- 
ing for an European conference on this subject, 
the President reiterates his firm expressions of 
desire that such a conference should be held, 
but announces that it will be necessary now to 
await the outcome of the action of the Kuropean 
governments on the League's proposition. Thus 
far that proposition has not made sufficient 
headway to give any reasonable indication of its 
fate. The British Government still holds aloof 
from ratification, and has asked that the matter 
be omitted from the discussions to be held in 
Rome this month. While that does not neces- 
sarily imply rejection of the protocol by Great 
Britain, the better informed observers believe 
that in the end British action will be unfavor- 
able. Should this be the case, and the decision 
will have to be reached by the first of May, It 
is apparent that the United States will again 
assume the lead in calling a conference having 
for its end the great purpose of the reduction of 
military armaments throughout the civilized 
world. 

The Congress to which this message has been 
addressed goes out of existence on the fourth 
of next March. Not much is to be expected in 
the way of constructive legislation from it. Dis- 
cussion and enactment of the appropriation bills 
will probably consume most of its time. The 
President's message, therefore, in so far as it 
outlines new and constructive legislation, must 
be accepted rather as an earnest of what he 
desires to effect through action of the succeed- 
ing Congress, than what he hopes may become 
part of the law of the land through action of 
the Congress now filling out its last days of 
power.

Hicks, two of 
the three American plenipotentiaries appointed 
by President Coolidge to represent the Govern- 
ment of the United States at the centennial of 
the battle of Ayacucho, in the Peruvian capi- 
tal, Dec. 9, the essential military and naval 
settings are provided for an event commemo- 
rating Peru’s deliverance from foreign control. 
And the peace and kindly feeling thus repre- 
sented will accentuate the existing Pan-Ameri- 
can amity among the republics of the Western 
world. : 

History has recorded fully the incidents that 
100 vears ago led up to the liberation of the 
Peruvians. There are ‘no more fascinating 
chapters in the annals of South America than 
those dealing with the preceding exploits of 
Don Jose de San Martin, who with his Argen- 
tineans was destined to liberate both Chile and 
Peru. It was not until almost ten vears later, 
however, that General Bolivar, with his Colom- 
hian auxiliaries, entered Lima and reinforced 
the patriotic soldiers of Peru. Finally, on Dec. 
9, General Sucre, Bolivar’s companion in arms, 
met the enemy at Ayacucho, 11,000 feet above 
the sea, and routed the Spanish forces. 

This, then, is the dav the Peruvians cele- 
brate each vear, and the centennial naturally 
wu take precedence over former similar occa- 
sions. With the battle of Avacucho conclusive, 
and the Spanish power in South America virtu- 
ally terminated, it has not always been easy 
for the sister republics to maintain that ‘‘fam- 
ily’ bond which is so greatly to be desired 
among neighboring nations. Questions of ter- 
ritorial possession; the ambition of men who 
held their own advancement above the national 
good; slight disagreements, terminating often 
in hostilities—all this is entered,in the book 
where genefation after generation can read the 
record. Nevertheless, today South America 
shows its great willingness to have arbitration 
take the place of the sword, and with President 
Coolidve the arbiter in the outstanding ques- 
tion of Tacéna-Arica as between Chile and Peru. 
there is litthe doubt that whatever the Presj- 
dent of the United States will decree as to this 
territorial dispute will be accepted in the same 
manner that it Is given, 

[It is, then, a truly brotherly act when Presi- 
dent Coolidge sends this mission to Peru. No 
doubt there will be festivities in plenty at Lima. 
Messages of congratulations will pass each wavy, 
but far and above the mere formalities of the 
occasion rises the thought that the American 
republics are finding each other, and that politi- 
cal and economic progress alone count where 
the motives back of it all mean better under- 
standing of the needs of humankind. 
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It goes without saying, of course, that the

On the contrary, it is claimed 
by those who have condemned the action of the 
parole board that he is preparing to enjoy the 
fortune which he thus accumulated. 

Likewise it appears that this board has not 
Seen fit to include in the terms of the parole-a 
provision that Brindell shall not resume the 
very practices which led to his conviction. Thus 
appraised it is not clear that the ends of justice 
Will be served by the extension of clemency. 
Surely if the bargain to release him was made 
a part of a trade by which the voters affiliated 
With the unions which Brindell controlled 
agreed to support some particular candidate in 
the last election, a way should be found to force 
a reconsideration of the board's action. Gov- 
ernor Smith, having at least constructive notice 
of the charges made, should be the first to in- 
tervene. Hle can hardly afford to have It as- 
sumed or charged that any of his political debts 
are to be paid in such coin.

that soon the lakes and rivers would be covered 
with ice, but somehow it never seems that win- 
ter has come until there has been spread out the 
White mantle. which covers the monotonous 
drabs and grays left in the hurried flight of Jack 
Frost across the hills and vales. At last it has 
come. There, in the soft. morning glow, is 
spread out in simple and unassuming display a 
picture which no artist could reproduce, even if 
its beauties could be conceived. 

There had been earlier premonitory indica- 
tions of the change. Straggling white flakes 
had been seen floating past the car windows just 
before nightfall, and during the night, when the 
train had stopped at intervalsalongthe way. the 
wind whistled and buffeted at the panes, remind- 
ing the not very wakeful traveler of experiences 
in a Wisconsin farmhouse in a period long be- 
fore modern devices had niade it possible to 
maintain even a comfortable temperature in 
those homes during the night. So perhaps the 
“weather eve” of the tourist was quick to sur- 
vey and appraise the picture there spread out. 
To him there was revealed, perhaps, much that 
would have remained undisclosed to one whose 
perception was not supplemented by experience. 

Adjoining the roadway over which the gliding 
train passes almost noiselessly there are spread 
out, all through Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. at 
this season of the year, thousands upon thou- 
sands of acres of standing corn, the stalks sered 
and browned by frost.

Along the highway which runs parallel with

white blanket. Except for the farm teams. 
hitched to wagons with high boxes built to hold 
the corn ears, few horses are seen on the coun- 
try roads when winter comes. The youthful 
corn-picker perhaps looks at these scurrying 
niachines, each hastening on some mission, and 
dreams of the day when he too will be released 
from what now seems unwelcome drudgery. His 
aimnbition is to acconiplish some greater thing 
than that which has been given him to do. not 
realizing that as he accomplishes his present 
task well is he preparing and proving himself for 
the bigger and better things to come.

“The failure, of prohibition,” so eloquently pa- 
raded by liquor interests of late, received a rude 
check on Thanksgiving Day, according to the 
physicians at the psychopathic ward at Bellevue 
llospital, New York City. For what they char- 
acterized aw an “epochal twenty-four hours” was 
then experienced, during which not one case of 
acute alcoholism was received. Moreover, 
coast guard officials stated that no trace could 
be found of any vessel on their list of rum fleet 
suspects, which only a few weeks ago were an- 
chored off Long Island and New Jersey. It 
seems not unlikely that the forecast recently 
made by R. Q. Merrick, divisional prohibition 
chief, will be completely realized. “Christmas 
and New Year's,” he said, “will be a most dis- 
tressing revelation to still hopeful wets in New 
York City.
